leave to “sit for an examination which the 
Committee recommender.) 

‘Tbe quecessful cundidates should be required 
ta work for Kome months in the’ Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade be- 
fors tokings up their appointments. 

Tt would bean advantage, af a yulo, for officers 
to serve for at leastibrce to five yeurs as igo 
Consuls before being promoted to the charge 
ofa Consulate, and for newly appointed Vice- 
Consuls to work in the Hirst place atu post where 
they would be under the immediate supervision 
of a higher officer. <4 

A considerable seenrity for eflicianey would be 
found ina periad ical ingpection of all Consulates 
and Vice.

Should Tord Lansdowne (fo whom the report 
was mide) decide to adopt the recommen(ations 
of the Commitioe, it might be convenient to 
bring them into operation with new appoint- 
ments, leaving existing: arrangements to run 
out in roxpect of men al present in the Service. | 

Much of the evidence given to the Commitee 
indicates that the members of the Cousular 
Service are doing good work, ahd that, copsidur- 
ing tho present conditions of their career, they 
show a creditable spirit of zeal and industry. 

Now that is the pith of a document. signed 
by three Ministers, one of them »t the time 
Under Secretary. fur the very Department. of 
State which, tu respect to its administration 
of tha Consular Service, the report impugna, 
T quoted last (so that it should not be overlaid 
or overlooked) the one expression of modified 
smirfaction with the system which the report 
coutaing. Notices how moditied and qualified 
it ix, “ Mneh of ‘tho evisleuce”"—not all of 
it, or more than part af it, therefure—"‘indicates | 
thot the members of the Consular Services are 
Quing good work, aod that, considering the 
present conditions of their career''—consider- 
ing t—"‘ihey show a creditable spirit of zeal 
and industry.” So they do, some of them 
dispatch admirable trade reports ; some of (hem 


abroad; some of them I hayo ‘mot, and with 
aime of them have corresponded, and I know 
them to be gentous and industrious, But the 
mischief is that these are precisely the men 
who-conduinn the © present conditions of their 
career? the ment, . 2 

Practical, common-sense, business-like people, 
examining the above proposals. for cliange, mada 
in Anno Demini 103, will wonder what on 
earth the “existing aerangamunts” car be, if 
such elementary, obvious, sad fusdamental 
“urrangements ’ are not already “existing.”
